Elba City Council implements heavy vehicle 
truck route ordinance for downtown area

The Elba City Council 
met Monday evening, July 
25, and city clerk Sally 
Bane announced the city 
had received quit claim 
deeds for roads the state 
was turning over to the city 
following the completion of 
the U.S. Highway 84 proj- 
ect through Elba. 

Bane said the deeds would 
be recorded with the court- 
house this week changing 
ownership from the state to 
the city. In conjunction, she 
said a heavy vehicle truck 
route ordinance would be 
implemented. 


The city passed the ordi- 
nance several months ago 
but held up on publishing it 
in the newspaper until after 
receiving the quit claim 
deeds from the city, That 
ordinance is published in 
this week’s edition of The 
Elba Clipper, thus making it 
effective with that publica- 
tion. [The ordinance can be 
read in its entirety on Page 6 
of today’s paper]. 

Upon questions from 
council members asking if 
the city had ‘signed off’ to 
accept the roads in their cur- 
rent conditions, Bane said 
city officials had learned 
through this process that the

state can turn them over to 
the city whether the city 
accepts the conditions or 
not with no recourse. 
Further, council person 
Jane Brunson asked about 
damages caused to the Pea 
River bridge when Davis 
Street and the bridge were 
repaved, and Bane said the 
state contends their crews 
did not cause those dam- 
ages. Brunson said she dis- 
agreed but also accepted 
there wasn’t anything the 
city could really do at this 
point to force the state to fix 


the damages.

Redesign of reserved parking at Elba’s

“Currently we are going 
to have 57 parking spots, 
not including the six 
handicap parking _ plac- 
es,” Superintendent Chris 
Moseley said. “However, 
when the stripers get here, 
we could end up with a few 
more, but we are waiting to 
see how all that works out.” 

The current 57 reserved 
spots reduced the number 
available form past years 
by 20-something spots, 
Moseley said. He noted, 
though, the parking lot 
would be better designed 
and work better with the 
new design. 

“In the past, administra- 
tors, coaches, and board 
members were getting one 
parking spot in the reserved 
section,” Moseley said. 
“They no longer will be 
receiving a free parking 
spot, including myself. All 
these folks will have to pay 
for a parking spot, just like 
everyone else, if they desire 
to park in the reserved park- 
ing section. This basically 
off-sets the reduction in 
available parking spots with 
the new design.”

Five ( common mistakes people ee. 


We all make mistakes, right? I’ve certainly made my 


share. 


But remember this: mistakes are not what count most. The 
important thing is to learn from one’s mistakes. 

Here are five mistakes we often make: 

1. Being content with surface relationships. Perhaps due 
to fear of getting close. Or being known. God says in the 
Bible to not “just pretend to love others, but to really love 
them” (Romans 12:9), Do you really love others or are you 
settling for something far less in your relationships?

everyone loses. 


2. Thinking one failure means YOU are a failure. God 
tells us to be honest and see ourselves realistically.

4. Thinking you’ve got all the time in the world. You 
don’t. God tells us, “For the length of our lives is as uncer- 
tain as the morning fog—now you see it; soon, it is gone” 
(James 4:14). Is there any “business” you need to take care 
of today? With a family member? With God? Better get it 


done! 


5. Not praying. This is one mistake I often made in the 
early years of my ministry. Too busy was my excuse. Life 
has a way of humbling you and helping you see just how 
much you need God. So, take the time to pray. We all need 
God’s help. In fact, God tells us to “not grow weary in 
prayer” but to keep at it for the long haul. (See Colossians 


4:2). 


Well, I know there are many more common mistakes that 
I could have mentioned—but I’m out of space for now. 

So, let me add just one final thought: you don’t have 
to stay stuck in the quagmire of regrets over the mistakes 
you’ve made. And your mistakes don’t have to have the 
final word. You can forgive yourself and find peace for the 


way forward. 


My friend, move on into a good future with God’s love 
and forgiveness in your heart. And by all means, ask God to 
help you forgive yourself. I know that can be a challenge 
at times, but with his help, mistakes of the past are just 


that—in the past.

Wells Fargo, one of 
America’s largest banks, 
was hit with a $185 mil- 
lion fine for setting up 
bogus accounts for cus- 
tomers who had no idea 
what was happening.

WHEREAS, the downtown 
business district shall con- 
sist of all streets, roads, and 
highways lying inside the 
public highway loop, begin- 
ning at the intersection of 
AL Hwy 189 and AL Hwy 
203 south of Elba and con- 
tinuing east on US Hwy 84 
to the intersection of Davis 
Street (Old 84) and Hwy 84 
east of the city. 
WHEREAS, a heavy ve- 
hicle shall mean any vehicle 
used for the transportation 
of goods, persons or proper- 
ty whose total gross vehicle 
weight rating (GVWR) ex- 
ceeds twenty-six thousand 
(26,000) pounds or any ve- 
hicle where the driver is re- 
quired to hold a Class A or 
Class B CDL license. 
WHEREAS, a truck route 
shall mean the public high- 
ways within the City of Elba 
which will include AL Hwy 
189 from South of the city 


and up to the intersection 


of AL Hwy 203; US Hwy 
84 from Elba City limits 
East and West of the city;

The Vietnam Traveling 
Memorial Wall is a three- 
fifths-sized replica of 
the Vietnam Veterans 
Memorial, known  sim- 
ply as The Wall, located 
in Constitution Park in 
Washington, D.C. It was 
constructed for the Vietnam 
and All Veterans of Brevard, 
Inc., a veteran-based orga- 
nization situated in Brevard 
County, Florida. 

The Wall’s panels are 
engraved with the names 
of 58,320 fallen men and 


women. The names are 
arranged chronologically 
by date of casualty, begin- 
ning at panel 1E (the cen- 
ter). The names continue to 
the eastern end of The Wall, 
pick back up at the western 
end, and end in the center. 
The design signifies a heal- 
ing wound.

1,208 Alabamians. Four 
listed Elba as their home- 
town of record:

To 2022 football schedule 


Kinston Bulldogs add two new opponents 


The Kinston Bulldogs will be looking to add another 
chapter to their football history book this season after 
breaking numerous program records a year ago in a ban- 
ner season that brought the Bulldogs statewide honors. 

Kinston posted an 8-4 record last season - the most 
wins in program history, won five region games for the 
first time in program history, hosted a post-season game 
for the first time in school history, posted a playoff win 
for only the second time in program history and saw head 
coach Rudy Free earn ‘Coach of the Year’ honors. 

This season Kinston will kick off the season with three 
straight home games, including a pair of region games 
against teams dropping down from Class 2A, will oppose 
two 2A teams in non-region action, and will close the 
season with three road games in four weeks. 

Following is a review of this season’s regular season 
schedule: 

August 19 — Sams ige 

The Kinston Bulldogs will kick off the season at home 
with a non-region clash against longtime rival Samson. 
Samson holds a 33-7 series edge over Kinston, but the 
Bulldogs snapped a six-game losing streak to the Tigers 
last season with an exciting 21-20 win, and in the last 
four games the outcome has been decided by a total of 
only 12 points. 

Samson is coming off a 7-4 season, its second straight 
winning season, and its fourth winning season since 2015.

The Kinston Bulldogs will open region play at home 
in a week two match-up against the Elba Tigers. Elba 
owns a 5-0 series edge in the cross-county rivalry, won 
40-14 last season, and in the five wins has outscored the 
Bulldogs 201-26. 

Elba has posted 15 straight winning seasons, will be 
coming off a 10-2 season in the 2A ranks, and in its last 
two-year stay in Class 1A posted a 12-2 region record. 
September 2 — Open Date 
September 9 — Georgiana Panthers 

The Kinston Bulldogs will return to action after a 
week off when they host the Georgiana Panthers in a ley 
region clash. Georgiana holds a slim 7-5 series edge over 
the Bulldogs, but Kinston snapped a seven-game losing 
streak to the Panthers a year ago with a 10-6 win and will 
be taking the field against Georgiana for the 13" straight 
season. 

Georgiana is coming off a ‘disappointing 0-10 season, 
its first winless season since way back in 1944, and in the 
season was outscored 356-88 The Panthers have struggled 
to three straight losing seasons after winning a total of 46 
games the previous four years,

The Kinston Bulldogs will hit the road for the first 
time in the season a week four battle against the defend- 
ing region champion Brantley Bulldogs.
